is such a good "doer" and rite fact that lie will 
only extend himself fully when be lias something 
to run against adds still deeper to the impression 
that ite will not only go the Derby route, but that 
he will probably run the distance faster than any 
horse heretofore lias in winning iltis classic event. 
Il>- works in spots, running an eighth and loafing 
an eighth and this is a sure sign of a good stayer, 
indicating as it does that be keeps himself within 
hounds and always has something left.

H" 
soon got too heavy to ride at a moderate scale of 
weights and has since devoted his time to exercising 
horses. There is no better rider in this line at the 
Downs. He weighs close to 1:10 pounds, but tlic 
big gelding shoulders his colored rider in bis trials 
as if ho was a featherweight. It is likely that 
before the Derby is run and the great son of 
Hastings is given his final trial, trainer Trevey 
will send hint the Derby route under the guidance of 
jockey Loft us, w ho can ride him at his exact Derby 
weight, which will be 114 pounds. If Trevey does 
conclude to set Hawthorn down under such a jockey, 
and with track conditions good, it is confidently t te- 
lle ved by horsemen here that Hawthorn will throw 
in the shade any Derby trial ever worked on this 
track by any three-year-old. 

G. W. I -•Higdon's Kentucky Derby candidate. His 
Majesty, is a ldockily-btiilt colt and stands a shade 
over 15 hands - inches high. To some horsemen 
be would appear to be a tine model for a three- 
year-old but a good English judge would call the 
son of Ogden a bit iteefy. He is apparently quite 
high In tlesh. Imt witli hard training, he may be 
gotten ready to run in the rich stake. He is surely 
a remarkably bred colt. a< his sire and the sire 
of Itis tiatji and Itis grand dam are sill Futurity 
winners. 

The Kentucky Handicap, to which the Douglas 
Park Jockey flub has so lilierally added $ 10 .<kx>. 
and which is set for the opening day of the meeting 
at that track on Monday, May 29. continues to 
arouse well nigh as much interest ns Churchill 
Down's tug event. -I lie Kentucky Derby. 

Doubtless in addition to all the older stars of the 
turf, including the three great four-year-olds. The 
.Manager. Froglcgs and Buck horn, all the stars of 
the Ilerby will face the harrier in this rich event 
which will lie one of tin' richest races run on the 
American turf during 1913. The distance of this 
••vent is the same as the Kentucky Derby, one mile 
and a quarter, and it may be that with a good track 
all Kentucky records for this distance will be low- 
ered by the winner. 

Everything is shaping up well for successful rac- 
ing at Churchill Downs and Douglas Park this 
spring. Those (wo meetings will undoubtedly tic 
the greatest ever given in Kentucky and will add 
materially to the turf history of this state, which 
owes milch of its distinction to its thoroughbred 
running horse-. Beginning with the Ifttli of May. 
Louisville will lie to America what Epsont Downs and 
Ascot are to England. 

Though muddy conditions still prevailed at 
Churchill Downs and Douglas Park yesterday, at 
tiie former plant there was a hard bottom to the 
course and as a result horses worked surprisingly 
well through the wet going. 

Hawthorn was only cantered around the paths 
of the grounds and was not taken on the track at 
all by trainer Trevey. It is likely be will do 
little more track work before the middle of the 
week, owing to Itis sntterb condition. A slight let- 
up will do hint no harm.

ONE OF THE MOST SKILLFUL STARTERS OF THE PRESENT TIME 



I I THE initial experiett some of the 

I present-day starters was with the so-called 
I starting gate now iu general use. Imt it was 
not that way with Mars Cassidy. He began 
sending them away years before that notable 
day at the iugleside track. San Francisco, 
when and where for the first time iu this 
country the Australian starting device was 
used. It. J. i Dick l llavey did the starting on 
t Hat occasion and two other famous starters. 
Caldwell and Ferguson, viewed the working of 
tin* new liiethod with keen persona! interest. 
They were notably ex)>ert starters with the 
Hag end it was as a starter with the flag that 
Cassidy did his first work in dispalehing fields 
at fairs in Maryland and Virginia, having 
there plenty of schooling that stisnl him in 
good stead when railed to larger fields of oper- 
ation. He was horn in Maryland in 1S92 while 
the Civil War was in progress and it is related 
that liis father, who was a wounded soldier 
and at home on furlough when the famous 
starter of the future was Imiiii, was inspired 
by rite dread stress of the time to give his 
little new son his warlike first name. 

Mr. Cassidy’s first engagement on an au- 
thorized rare track was in 1X93 at Alexander 
island, on the Virginia side of the Potauiac 
in the vicinity of Washington. He accepted 
it with doubt and trepidation, Imt "made 
good" front the outset. From that modest Ih*- 
ghtniug in* progressed until iu time lie suc- 

ceeded Christopher J. Fitzgerald as starter on 
the great Jockey Club tracks of New York, a 
position that carried with it the presumption 

of being the foremost starter in the i'nited 
States. His transition from the use of the 

starting Hag to the devices now in use was 

easy of accomplishment and he is credited with 
•icing the first of the starters to adopt the use 
of the walking-up-to-the-barrier system. But 
il might lie said that he was not the first vvalk- 

up starter by any moans. The walk-up starter 

. of all time was Jimmy Sheridan, who a long 

titui ago otic rated on the eastern tracks ant! at 
MARS CASSIDY, Washington Park in this city. Sheridan took 

the horses so far back for a leisurely walk up 
_ . . to the starting point that It led to tile Western 

run ( mgress udofRlHg a mW* prmunii dig sftirrei-. iiom th • &.n*e* back more than seven I v 

yards. Before that it was net uncommon to sec him marching the horses and their nnrttlv riders to a 
sixteenth of :t mile or more, back of the place of starting, then march litem back again and repeat 
the process until lie was satisfied to liiisb Ids Hag through the air and send the field avvav on its brief 
wav. To itis credit la* It said that itis starts were excellent. Imt usually toug delayed and certainly 
wearing on the nerves and patience of the spectators. One of the best features of the present start- 
ing harrier i» its effectiveness in doing away with long delays at the post. Now a delay of five min- 
utes is considered excessive, while before ibe adoption of Hie new method a start effected in that 
-pace of time won Id have been deemed unusually prompt. When Boundless won rite American Derby 
in the World's Fair year more titan 70.0«o patient spectators whiled away tlic time a- last they could 
while tlte horses engaged hi that great $90,000 race were at the post for an hour and thirty-eight 
minutes lielore starter Peltingiii managed to send them away on their momentous journey. How- 
ever. that was an exceptional case, tin* great value of the race and the tremendous throng present 
to view it linking the jockeys so excited and nervous as to render them nncontrolable. The prize 
package long-delayed start of the old days of the flag occur red at Saratoga. August 1, 1SS5 when 
starter Wheatley kept fourteen fillies in the Spina way Stakes at tin* post for nearlv two hours and a 
half. For a delay at the |mst that is the record and. in its way. left nothing to lie desired. 

In England tin* siartcr lias tin* right, under the rules of racing, to fine riders up to tiie limit of 
$50 frtr miscoudnet while a* the ttost. but ha- no power to sus|iend or otherwise punish them, and 
must at ouce report fines to tin* stewards. In litis country the starter has practically unlimited power 
H* both suspend and fine jock-\vs and some of them have been almost in rciless at rimes iu dispensing 
punishment. But Mars Cassidy does not Isdong to this class. Of Itis methods in this respect it was 
written several yea’s agy : “All the jockeys riding in the east today have to thank Mr. Cassidy for 

enabling them to collect their salaries in full, without deductions on account of fines. Instead of 
l«eing disciplined in that manner boys are set down. Mr. Cassidy is authority for the statement that 
fines amounted to from $ 15.900 1<* $20.oo<> a year when he first relieved Chris Fitzgerald, while now 
not a single buy is fitted. Mr. Cassidy believes (lie hoys art* more afraid of being set down than of 
being fined. When a boy was fined in the old days the fine did not always come out of tlte lroy’s 
pocket, but those who benefitted by itis carelessness usually footed the bill." In this connection 
Mr. Cassidy himself said: 

"1 always have a talk with tlte Itoys at tlic beginning of a meeting and tell them plainly that if 
they are not satisfied with my intention of giving each laty an equal break that they will Ik* set down 
if they try to prejudice me. The consequence is that the hoys are afraid to take a’ chance.” 

In comparison with tlte ways of other starters. Cassidy's methods of dealing with Ute riders re- 
dound to liis credit, but it would orotiahly b- better for all concerned if the powers of our starters. 
Ill a punitive way. were restricted to the much slighter limits of the English rules. Tin* riders fear 
the jttdges and stewards much more than they do their familiar enemy and friend, tlte starter, and in 
practice it would probably be found that a threat to report them to the powers higher tip would prove 
more effective than fine or suspension by ihe starter. However that may In*, there is no question 
about Mars Cassidy being one of the l« sf. it not the ltest. of the starters' of the present time. The 
fact that lie is already engaged tn do the starting over the Kentucky tracks this year will prevent 
ills assisting in the renewal of racing over the New York tracks, probably, in a way, a matter of 
justifiable sentimental regret to him. 



PRATT BILL IS WITHDRAWN. 



General View Is That Government of Racing in 
Ontario Is Better Out of Politics. 



Toronto. Out.. April 15. — At yesterday’s session 
of the Ontario legislature A. C. Draft, member for 
Smith Norfolk, withdrew his measure for the estab- 
lishment of a racing commission for tile provinc-*. 
When it was reached in the orders of the day. Mr. 
Pratt expressed bis desire to withdraw it and the 
bill disappeared without a word of explanation or 
statement from its author. The bill had been prom- 
ised for more than a year, but even when introduced 
if attracted little attention from racing people or 
the public. Today's Toronto Globe says of it: 

"It would lie difficult to show that the govern- 
ment of racing— or any other sport — would be bet- 
tered by the introduction of political control. As it 
stands, it may not be satisfactory to everybody. No 
institution is equal to that demand, hut there is no 
insistent call for a < liange front the present condi 
tioiis. The Glolx* would lie glad to see the installa- 
tion of the mutiicl system of wagering made obliga- 
tory. and all liookiiig. on running or harness races, 
prohibited. Imt tital condition will be lictter obtained, 
and with more lasting good results, by the pressure 
of public opinion than by any 'be it enacted.’ with 
the |M»sib!lity of entanglenieiiis by placing the con- 
trol of affairs iu the bauds of political appointees, 
who might <>r might not have tlte permanency of the 
-port as their dominating principle. Mr. Pratt's 
hill at least may have Hie effect of a notification to 
all concerned, and in litis way its results would be 
lienetieial, though it never passed the piopo-ctl

FOUR HUNDRED HORSES AT ALAN

and Its Many Mischances. 



It is impossible to estimate an attendance on such 
a iHipuIar day and at socli a vast place*, but the 
writer takes the lllierty of expressing the 
opinion that there were never previously so 
many people on Aintree nice course. After 
all. tin* paddock always provides a reliable 
oppcrtiinity of testing the strength of tin* patronage. 
This is one of the biggest paddocks in tin* country, 
lint it was packed like a herring basket such time 
as there was anything to see. Mostly there was. 
for ttie pressure was too great for one to get near 
enough to any particular candidate of one's fancy 
in the principal or any other of the races. 

There was always a blaze of color in the ladies' 
costumes, this lieiug enhanced by the presence of 
many fair daughters of France, who had come over 
perhaps to see Trianon III. run: tm! apart from that 
tin* Grand National has been an increasingly strong 
attraction to French sportsmen and sportswomen 
since Lutteur III. won fmr years ago. He. by the 
way. was an entirely different type of animal from 
Triauon III. Tbe latter, a very light grey eight- 
year-old. is tin* sort that attracts the ordinary on- 
looker. lint the critic pauses. This one did not at- 
tract much attention in the market, and at the post 
lie gave one tin* impression of being in a circus, for 
lie pawed the ground iu the gentle style of the 
lieautifui disposition associated with the memories 
of childhood’s days. \Ye had little opportunity of 
judging of his abilities as a jumper of Aintree 
fences, for he was among the crowd to begin with 
and fdl at tin,* fence after Valentine’s the first 
time. 

Another foreigner in Highliridge soon splashed 
liis reputation, as Americans have been wont to do 
when they have had to tackle these fences. Rubio 
being a remarkable, but one would not lie tempted 
to say brilliant, exception. This gift horse from 
father to son had varied the usual experience of 
Yankees coming to England to do wonders over the 
biggest course in the world, in that he had shown 
ill) well in public on this side. He made an im- 
mense number of friends, and there was quite a big 
paddock inspection of him. but the old tale had to 
bo told. He came a cropper at tbe first fence, where 
also Melamar, to the great disappointment of most 
good judges, came down. Competitors for sucli a 
race as this are not usually as sensitive to observa- 
tion as, for instance, two-year-olds: only a few 
paraded in the ring specially provided for that pur- 
pose. and some were hidden away in corners to lie 
saddled. However, the writer managed to get a 
good look at Ballyhackle. which was iu beautiful 
trim, and strode round in the style of a master. 
Axle Pin had to all appearances shaken off the 
.effects of the recent trouble whirl) kept him out of 
training for rather more than a fortnight. He 
sweated, hut only very slightly, and his owner's 
statement to the Press on Thursday that the horse 
was very, very well was justified: but Axle Pin was 
one of the first to bow the knee, amt not straighten 
it again. The lot were level, without being bril- 
liant. One of the best, if not quite the best -looking, 
was Irish Mail. It would hardly serve any useful 
purpose to refer further in detail to the condition 
of the candidates, but from observation and informa- 
tion it may lie gathered that they were the fittest 
company we have seen in this grear race for uiauv 
years. N 

Carscy was. in a mutnuer of putting it. the Mani- 
festo of the party, for his was the greatest e.\i**ri 
cnee of the Aintree fences., and short of winning a 
Grand National he had done more over this coins'* 
than even Manifesto or tin* classic Cloister. He had 
never look'll better in bis life./ and be never tint tip 
a more game performance. He did not actually 
fall, but be was beaten when lie rolled into the last 
fence but one ami unshipped liis rider. Tin* little 
stride he had for twenty yards or so without a 
jockey gave him a breather, and he was quite will- 
ing and able to jump the fence at the second time 
of asking. Meanwhile Mr. If. Tyrwkitt Drake’s own 
horse had passed Mr. 1L Tyrwhitt Drake's mount, 
but as Mr. Drake had anticipated. Irish Mail was 
not second liest. Tbe judge's decision as to tiie 
margin separating the first and second and the sec- 
ond and third was tin* unique one of “a distance and 
a distance;’’ lint with six furlongs still to be cov 
ered. Irish Mail was quite a quarter of a mile iie- 
hiud. This gelding got on to the top of the Inst 
fence but one. and so twisted liis quarters tluit In* 
bad to bring off a wonderful performance to get 
over. This was evidently a lesson to him. and in* 
cleared the final obstacle so beautifully that con- 
sidering' he is only a feix y ear-old, lie will be well te 
make a note of a possible future Grand National 
winner. A description of tiie race is given below, 
and one need not dilate upon the fact that only two 
of the twenty-two runners escaped mishap. This 
is not a record, for we have had instances of many 
starting but few standing up. tbe most notalde Ik* 
Ing tin* case of Glenside. which, when lie won 
three years ago. was tip* only one of twenty-six run- 
ners to, get round without having to Ik* remounted. 

The chief concern when so many accidents have 
happened is ns to wliet her there had been serious 
hurt to man or boast. Diligent inquiries revealed 
that none had occurred, except that Foolhardy’s 
jockey had been taken iu tbe ambulance to the hos- 
pital. where it was found after half an hour or so 
that lie was merely knocked out after all. lie was 
not quite such an invalid as *Tieh'' Mason, who was 
looking rueful witli his right hand in a sling as a 
result of an accident at Manchester, which pre- 
vented, him from riding Axle Pin. # Ernest Piggott, 
who would have had the mount on Coverteoat. but 
for a fall three weeks ago. the result of which was 
a breakage of a small bone in one of his hands. A 
curious coincidence, certainly so far as the two 
jockeys are concerned, and one which .must par- 
ticularly irritate Piggott. is that, suptiosiiig lie had 
had the leg up on Coverteoat yesterday, he would 
have tied with Percy Woodland as rider of two 
Grand National winners apiece in recent rears. 
There are several instances of this happening in the 
sixties and seventies, by the way. lint this was a 

• use of a jockey finding it hard luck to stand down 
in favor of another whose victory would he his third, 
whereas his own would remain as one. Piggott 
hails from the district where tin* owner of Covert 
'■oat lives, aud he rode Jerry M. for tin* Welsh 
baronet last year. Jerry M.’s scratching from this 
year's race lieforc the acceptances had been de- 
clared was :i blow in a sentimental sense to all fo! 
lowers of steeplecliasing. for there can be no ques- 
tion that he was tiie finest juniper, and more par- 
ticularly the finest "Liverpool” horse that we have 
seen for a long time. 

Coverteoat is probably as good a horse as ever 
completed the Aintree course without putting a leg 
astray. You will always Ik* told that this. that, 
and tiie other horse would have won “if he had stin k 
up.” Well. <m this occasion there were few, if any, 
legitimate “excuses” or horses which fell. 

Falls began very early, and at tbe first fence 
Highliridge and Melamar came down, and other tnis 
baps occurred at nearly every fence, and the only 
ones to clear the water were Regent. Merrylami. 
Wavelet, The Rejected IV., Thowl Pin. Fearless 
VIL. Coverteoat. and Foolhardy. At the first fence 
in the country the ?-econd time round The Rejected 
IV. fell when leading, and Foolliardv. which hail 
been remounted, fell again. At the fence before 
Be? tier's, which J*. roughly, a mile from hum:*. 
Coverteoat took the lead, ami won in the stvie of a 
good horse. 

This was the third success in the Grand National 
of iiis owner, who first came into prominence with 
Cloister, with which he was unquestionably unlucky 
to lie beaten in 1891, though he found consolation 
two years later, when that great steeplechaser won 
with 175 tiounds on his back, the same weight that 
Jerry M., in the same colors, carried last year.
